I, tha undersigned, president of jjasriosn Federation of Labor Federal 
Labor Union No. 23801, do hereby certify and declare that the following oontaina 
and la a record of tbii proceedings taken with respect to the dissolution snd dlsband- 
nant of American Federation of Labor Federal Labor Union No. 23ri01, and tha 
aurrandar of tha chartar of said union. 


On tha lOtli day of April, 1054, '.here waa filed with the Executive Board 
and Praaldant of the union a request in writing by 0 i.anbere in good standing 
with tha Union, requesting a apaolal meeting of tha nsmberahip of said Union, 
a eopy of aald request is hereto attached and marked exhibit "A". 

On tha 10th dap of April, 1054, pursuant to said request of tha nenbsrs afore- 
aald, a notiaa properly addressed to each member, signed by the Seorstary of the 
Federal Labor Union No. 23601, abating the time, placs snd object of a spaolal 
■aatiag of the membership was deposited in tha post office at Greeley, Colo, as 
ahoan by tha affidavit hereto attached and emrked exhibit "B". 

On tha 10th day of April, 1054, a notice of the time, lace end abjaot of such 
masting was potted conspicuously on the Grsalsy Sugar Factory promisee. A true and 
oorreot oopy of aald notloa la haiato attached snd marked exhibit "C". 

On tha 27th day of April, 1054, at the hour of 8:00 P.M. thereof, s masting 
of tha memberahlp of aald Federal Labor Union No. 23801, spaoially called in pursuance 
to tha request mid notioaa hereinabove mentioned, resolutions wars odoptsd wherein 
tha members of sold Union, aaoh ms.r,ber voting in parson, agreed unanimously to 
dlsolve snd diabend tha aald Union and surrender the charter of Federal Labor Union 
No. 23601 to tha American federation of Labor, a true snd oorraot oopy of tha 
minutes of aald meeting being attached hereto and nmrked exhibit "D".
